One of the danger sones where a 
large number of accidents con­ 
stantly occur la ut highway Inter­ 
sections. Often unnoticed, or un­ 
heeded. the intersection of high­ 
ways Is the dally scene of death 
and destruction by motor vehicle 
collision. 
Safety while traveling through or 
turning at an Intersection depends 
upon the alertness and skill of the 
driver and the observance of a few 
simple rules. 
At highway IntersectIons, the ve­ 
hicle on the right usually bas the 
right of way lf Isith reach the in­ 
tersection at the same time and are 
driving at a lawful rate of speed, 
but a safe driver never demands the 
right of way if an accident appear* 
imminent. 
Safely speciulists recommend the 
following precaution* at intersec­ 
tions:
